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U. S. Manned Fighters 
Protect Evacuees 


TOKYO. June 27—(AP)—U. S. 
manned fighters today shot down 
four North Korean planes at­ 
tempting to disrupt the evacua­ 
tion of Americans from South 
Korea, it was learned tonight 
There 
was 
no official 
an­ 
nouncement of the action from 
General MacArthur’s headquar­ 
ters. But reports gathered by cor­ 
respondents at Itazuki a;rbase in 
southern Japan, terminus of Use 
airlift bore out the figures. 
MacArthur’s headquarters of­ 
ficially announced earlier in the 
day that one American fighter 
had shot down a Russian-built 
North Korean plane attempting *o 
interfere with the airlift at Kim- 
po field, outside of Seoul. 
Associated Press Correspond­ 
ent O H. P. King, who flew to Ja­ 
pan from Seoul during the day, 
reported two North Korean plane* 
were dawned by South Korean* 
piloted Mustang fighters at Kim- 
po. 
That would make a total of six 
North Korean planes lost m com­ 
bat during the day. 
Some Itazuki reports placed the 
number shot down by South Ko­ 
rean and American pilots during 
the evacuation at eight planes.

rpHE QUESTION of what the United State* 
intends to do about Russian aggression in 
Ama ii now going to be answered. 
The beginning of open warfare between 
Koreans backed by the United States and Ko­ 
rea nj. backed by the Soviet Union will bring 
A final dec iv on if the United States rushes 
help to the South Korean government, the 
Kremlin will have found out what it wants 
to know. 
Specifically, it will have found out that the 
abandonment of Nationalist China did not 
represent a policy but was only recognition 
of a reality-—that Chiang Kai-Shek no longer 
oouM be supported; and this ii exactly what 
the Kremlin needs to know. 
It too, is trying to deal with reality. In its 
attitude, as determined by the general atti­ 
tude of the international communist conspir­ 
acy, is to overrun what cannot be defended. 
The new Russian imperialism is trained by 
only one thing—force. It has no conscience, 
no compunctions, no respect for the rights of 
others. 
Using Korean puppets, it intends to knock 
off South Korea if possible. This newest 
crisis is a sharp elbow in the ribs of the 
United States—to see what is possible.

Russians Could Get Powerful Base 


rpHE UNITED STATES has de- 
Bounced as an “ act of aggres­ 
sion” the Communist-backed at­ 
tack by North Korea on the Re­ 
public of southern Korea, and is 
rushing military supplies 
from 
J apan to its little protege. 
The South Korean ambassador 
to Washington, J ohn Myun Chang, 
not only brands the act as ag­ 
gression but says it couldn’t have 
bean carried out “ without Soviet 
direction.” U. S. Senator Know- 
land of California, who recently 
visited Korea, agrees with Chang, 
as do other close observers, in­ 
cluding your correspondent. 
Accepting this as a well found­ 
ed appraisal, what significance 
can we attach to it? Can it possi­ 
bly mean that Russia is using 
this “ incident” as the springboard 
for another major war?

It's the Same Thing, Only Different 


Trygve Lie's Proposition 
TT WAS IN THE CARDS that Trygve Lie, 
* 
secretary-general of the United Nations, 
would become involved sooner or later in the 
fallacy that all men are divisible into two 
ideologies — that communist conspiracy and 
the particular branch of whatever anti-com­ 
munist ideology ha p p ens 
to be involved in 
resistance too the conspiracy. 
In rejecting 
that classification, Mr. Lie submits an inter­ 
esting proposition. 
He says that as an em­ 
ploye of the United Nations he cannot be 
partisan in national or international ideolog­ 
ies. “ The ideology advocate,” he explains, 4‘is 
world peace and progress." 
This will not be satisfactory to those who 
hav e convinced themselves there are only 
two classifications of people in the world. But 
the fact is that n o thin g can satisfy them. If 
they are co mmu n ist, they 
lump all n o n 
co mmu n ists an d desp ise 
them impartially. If 
they are an ti*co mmu n ists, 
they too often want 
lo lu mp n o t 
only all communists but every­ 
b o d y 
who refu ses to be their kind of an anti­ 
co mmu n ist and despise them impartially. Mr. 
Lie’s p ro p o sitio n , 
which assumes that the 
problem isn t that simple, will be too hard 
for ib m to understand. 
Bu t it n eeds to be understood by those who 
are try in g to resist the communist conspiracy. 
It is n o t n ecessary 
to share the point of view 
of a Hitler, Tito, or a Mussolini to qualify 
as an o p p o n en t 
of the communist conspiracy. 
Nor is it n ecessary to share the points of view 
of an y o ther p erso n 
or any organization hold­ 
ing that the only way to fight one kind of 
terrorism is take up some other kind of ter­ 
rorism. 
The fight against the conspiracy is 
p rimarily in behalf of human dignity a nd 
human freedo m, which may have to be saved 
fro m so methin g just as ghastly as the com­ 
mu n ist co n sp iracy 
if the fa^acy that all anti­ 
communists must subscribe to some specific 
point of view goes unchallenged. 


TIME WILL HAVE to demon 
strate the ^ted motive. Mean­ 
while, however, southern Korea 
in i tsel f i s of 
such great strategic 
value that Russia undoubtedly 
would do much to*gain complete 
domination of it. To understand 
this point we need only go back 
50 years to the time when Russia 
had diplomatic control of Korea 
and J apan declared that the pen­ 
insula of Korea was “ a dagger 
pointed at her heart.” 
From the military standpoint 
that charge was true, 
and 
it 
brought about the Russo-Japa- 
nes2 war of 19 04-5. J apan was 
successful and Russia recognized 
Tokyo’s paramount 
interest in 
Korea. Finally in 19 10 Japan an­ 
nexed Korea and held it until the 
little country was given its inde­ 
pendence after the late 
world 
war. 
The peninsula of Korea, if con­ 
trolled by unfriendly hands, still 


MOREOVER, the signs are that 
the United States and the West­ 
ern Allies shortly will conclude 
a treaty v/ith Japan, leaving Rus­ 
sia out of the picture unless she 
sees fit to play ball. Under that 
treaty the United States is bound 
to gain concessions which include 
bases in Japan and the right to 
maintain defensive troops there. 
So I think these facts may well 
account for the Communist move 
to secure control of all Korea and 
thereby gain an invaluable base 
which not only points “ at 
the 
heart of J apan” but also lies close 
to the ring of America’s defensive 
posts throughout the Southeast 
Pacific. 
Also, in the view of American 
officials at Washington, it is 
military probing 
operation 
to 
test the resistance and power of 
the non-Communist world. 
In any event, whatever may be 
in Moscow’s mind, there is no 
reason to believe it is the creation 
of a major war. The danger of 
the Korean aggression, of course, 
is that the peninsula is a tinder­ 
box surrounded by explosive sit­ 
uations. 
I’m just back from a vacation 
in the Maine woods which are so 
tinder dry that the utmost pre­ 
cautions are being taken through­ 
out the state to prevent forest 
fires. 
Even the careless tossing 
away of a lighted cigarette might 
cause a catastrophe. 
That’s about the way things are 
in the Korean theatre at 
this 
writing. The United Nations se­ 
curity council, meeting at urgent 
summons, is treating the invasion 
as a threat to world peace. The 
council has ordered a cease fire 
and withdrawal of North Korean 
troops from the south.

HP HE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS, r e p or t s 
The Associated Press, has done something 
constructive about pencil stubs. 
Thousands, 
perhaps millions, of people have had a hunch 
this situation would be handled some day. 
The Library of Congress, being an integral 
part of the government, naturally approaches 
the problem of pencil stubs in a governmental 
manner. It set up a routine. Staff members 
were instructed to turn in their pencil stubs 
to the divisional secretaries. These function­ 
aries were ordered to relay the stubs to the 
supply officer. The supply officer, upon be­ 
ing duly notified, is authorized to issue the 
stubs to whatever departments need stubs. 
This demand presumably will come from per­ 
sons using the Library of Co ng ress who dis­ 
cover they have forgotten to bring pencils 
with them. 
This is not intended to be derogatory to the 
Library of Congress, which is a great national 
institution doing a fine job. It only goes to 
show what can be done about problems of 
long standing, such as pencil stubs, when a 
government agency bears down. The line of 
least resistance would have been to do what 
almost everybody else does—let the janitor, 
the dry cleaner, or the lady of the house 
figure out what to do with the unused resi­ 
due of pencil!.

T'HIS year’s J une brides—who 
A are not, by the way, any dif­ 
ferent from August brides or No­ 
vember brides — are not seeking 
advice.

Cause of Mongoloid Idiocy

A BOUT one child in 500 is born 
***with a peculiar-shaped skull 
and defective brain—a condition 
called mongoloid idiocy. Nine 
times out of IO the diagnosis zan 
be made on the 
first day of life. 
Most 
mongo­ 
loid c h i l d r e n 
are happy and 
friendly. During 
i n f a n c y most 
are i rn i t a t i v e 
and they often 
like music. They 
rarely learn to 
speak 
properly 
and 
the voice 
tends to be rough and harsh. 
The skull is small and round, 
the eye slits are narrow and tilt­ 
ed and a fold is present over the 
inner margin of the eye. Fre­ 
quently the cheeks are red, the 
hair is coarse, the teeth appear 
late, the tongue tends to oro- 
trude. 
The nose is stubby and de­ 
pressed, with the nostrils angling 
forward, the name—mongolism 
comes from the appearance which 
is something like that of the far- 
eastern race known as Mongols. 
Many 
possible 
causes 
have 
been suggested, studied, and aban 
doned. Some people think, or at 
least have thought, that mon­ 


golism comes from soma heredi­ 
tary tendency, the exact nature 
of which has not yet been dis 
covered^ 
In recent years, however, most 
of those who have studied the 
subject agree that there ii a def 
mite 
relationship 
between the 
age of the mother and the fre­ 
quency pf mongolism in a child, 
that is, the older the mother the 
greater the chance of having a 
mongoloid child. 
The birth of a mongoloid 
is a great misfortune. It should 
be considered as a pure accident 
and does not reflect in any way 
on the parents, the diet, the med­ 
ical care, or any other known 
factor. Most people believe that 
mongolian idiots should be com­ 
mitted to an institution as wmhi 
after birth as possible. 
Immediate separation 
before 
emotional ties are formed is toe 
best solution for family and child. 
The chances are good—although 
not absolutely certain—that oth­ 
er children will be entirely nor­ 
mal.
